darker tape. Venetians of this type can be custom-built and installed to function perfectly.) 




colors are easy 

All you do is combine three or four colors 
that go well together. 
Something dull, something bright. 
Something dark, something light. 
That's an easy formula, but always good. 
If you are starting anew, build your color 
scheme around two or three colors that work 
well together— colors that suit the room as 
well as your own individual tastes. 
Good starting points in finding those colors: 
a favorite patterned fabric, or a picture, 
or a piece of lovely china which will 
occupy that room. Your room color scheme 
may be keyed to either related or 
complementary colors. 

Related colors are those derived from the 
same primary, such as red and red-violet, 
or yellow and yellow-green, or blue and 
blue-green. Complementary colors are 
contrasting or opposite colors, such as red 
with cool green. You will find examples 
of this, along with a comprehensive listing 
of colors that go together on the 
last page of this book.

Drapery Lengths 



Draperies and curtains should be hung to 
reach the window sill, the apron or the floor. 
Any length falling between these natural divisions 
spoils the "custom-tailored" appearance all windows should have. 
Extensions such as ruffles or contrasting bands of fabric will 
adjust the length of too-short curtains and draperies.

How can I build a color scheme for my rooms? 

A Choose a patterned fabric, a picture or a piece of 

lovely china which contains colors you like; then match 
walls, rugs and furniture to these colors. 

What is meant by warm and cool colors? 

A Warm colors are those made primarily of yellow or red. 
Cool colors are made primarily of blue and green. 

What should I choose for my walls — wallpaper or paint? 

A Use both. Paint is the perfect background for all rooms. 
Paper in small quantities adds variety, such as an 
accent on one wall or ceiling or as a border. 
How does one achieve balance of color in a room? 

A Most rooms are satisfyingly decorated with a scheme 

made up of 3 basic colors — with large areas treated in 
soft, eye-restful tones; furniture and draperies in 
richer, deeper tones; and accessories in sharp, 
bright accent. The 3 basic colors should be repeated 
on each side of the room. 

Do dark colors on the walls make a room dark? 

A No . . . light floor covering, ceiling and fabrics 
provide lightness and make for effective contrast. 

Must you use a warm wall color in a room 
with a cool exposure? 

A Not if the floor covering, ceiling and upholstery 
colors are warm in tone. Every room needs the 
contrast of warm and cool colors. 

How should draperies be hung at a window group with 
only 6 or 8 inches of space between each window? 

A The group should be treated as one window, 
with draperies to the floor and a valance or cornice 
to tie them together. 

What decorative value can mirrors add to a room? 

A Strategically placed, they give the illusion of more space. 
On a dark wall they reflect light and color, and they 
provide a spic and span feeling to any room. 

How should I choose tape colors in my Venetians? 

A The safest rule is to have your tapes the color of 

your slats; that will make it easier for you to select your 
drapery fabrics, upholstery fabrics or floor coverings. 
If you prefer to have a dark green tape on a 
pastel green Venetian blind in a green room or an 
Early American room, it would be harmonious. 
You might also have a brown tape on a terra cotta blind 
if you had a modern decor using brown, terra cotta 
and pale blue for your color scheme. But the safest bet 
is always to use a tape of the same color as your 
Venetian blind. It is the art that conceals art to achieve 
a masterpiece of understatement in your overall 
picture of gracious living. 



solving the 
drapery and 
cornice 
problem... 

Cornices and draperies present 
no problem with the modern fixtures 
obtainable today. Attaching them 
however often requires skill or 
results in ruined plaster or unsightly 
holes. Window magic presents here 
a few of the easy methods made 
possible with Levolor metal head 
blinds-leaving no scarred plaster 
or ugly holes.

A very simple task with a 
Levolor metal head Venetian. 
Simply snap the LEV OLOR 
(E-16-A) brace into the head

Cornices may be attached di- 
rectly to a Levolor metal head 
by the use of special fixtures. 
Using the brace (E-16-A) the 
extension bracket (E-22-A) 
slides into the brace, thus giv- 
perfect support for the dust 
cover of the cornice. Right 
angle backets may also be used 
(see box at left ) . 





Levolor metal heads may be attached 
directly to the ceiling (figure A) or 
directly to the wall (figure B). This 
type of an installation allows the head 
to extend outside of the Venetians. 
Draperies are hung on the metal head 
with standard drapery hooks. The 
final effect is a very large window. 



ADDING WIDTH TO A WINDOW

Here is an ingenious method of 
hanging draperies— outside the 
Venetian blind. This gives 
added width to a single win- 
dow. Use a Levolor attachment 
(E-25-F). Simply bolt it 
through the screw holes in in- 
stallation bracket and attach 
any standard traverse or cur- 
tain rod.

As a rule, they are white or off-white and vary in 

quality — you must also measure your windows and install them yourself. Like any other product, 

they are worth exactly what you pay for them and should be carefully compared with a 

quality custom built Venetian before buying. In a custom built Venetian you have a product 

tailored to your own specifications with the added service of measuring and installing — 

a safe, sure method. A representative will call on you and intelligently discuss and advise you on 

color selections and other betterments that assure you of quality blinds. These two pages are 

devoted to Levolor refinements — factors of vital importance. So, study these features carefully and 

ask for them — there is always a local manufacturer or dealer who will gladly see that your 

blinds are built with Levolor, "time proven products for Venetians."

Venetians, custom built with LEVOLOR heads, slats and bottom bars, present no special cleaning problem — 
thanks to the plastic coated finish from top to bottom. To keep them sparkling bright, just follow these simple 
instructions. 

When you dust — dust the Venetians. When you vacuum — vacuum the Venetians. When you wash the woodwork 
— wash the Venetians, and: when you spring houseclean— you may remove the blinds for a thorough job. 

DUST with a soft cloth or feather duster. Tilt your Venetians tightly down and dust — then up and dust. Tapes can he 
freshened with a stiff brushing. 

VACUUM with your regular attachment; first with the slats tilted tightly down — then up. 

\\ here grease and soot can collect — such as a kitchen, hath room or industrial sections, Venetians will need an occasional 
washing. Use a mild soap and soft cloth and with slats level — wash left to right, right to left, etc. — down the entire blind. 
Tapes may be brightened with any of the many cleaning solvents on the market. 

For a thorough cleaning — remove the slats (a simple operation with Levolor bottom hars as described on page 11). Wash 
with mild soap and rinse the slats, head and bottom bar. Tapes should be brushed with a thick lather of mild soap, using 
as little water as possible. Rinse with a sponge, squeezed in clear water. Assemble while tape is still wet and hang immediately. 
The Levolor metal bottom bar provides ample weight to prevent tape shrinkage. 

The above only describes the simplest methods. However, there are many time saving devices on the market — dusting mits, 
squeegees, special brushes and vacuum cleaning attachments. Your Venetian blind dealer will be glad to tell you about them. 

CAUTION: Never wax a wood slat Venetian blind because then it can never be repainted. 
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
